The Munich dismemberment and 
subsequent adjustments gave Ger- 
many 10,800 square miles and 3,600,- 
000 population; Poland 400 square 
miles and 241,000 population, and 
Hungary 4495 squares miles and 
1,027,000 population. 

The republic emerged from this 
dismemberment with a third of its 
territory and a third of its popu- 
lation gone. 

Today it lost 14,600 square miles 
and 2,600,000 population. 

The Carpatho-Ukraine includes 
4206 square miles and 552,124 
population — the remaining Bo- 
hemia-Moravia area of 18,158

persons, out of work, should not 
be allowed to starve; that it was 
an obligation of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to give work to those able 
to work and an obligation of state 
and local government and of pri- 
vate charities to take care of those 
needy persons who are unable to 
work. 


That policy, I am more than ever 
confident, is right. It should not 
be abandoned now. 

It is wholly within the right of 
any and all of us to study and work 
for the greater efficiency of Gov- 
ernment. For several years infinite 
study has been given to the prob- 
lems of relief in all its forms; ad- 
ditional studies are proper. . 


But the Government of the Unit- 
ed States is faced today with a con- 
dition and not a theory. The in- 
sufficiency of the Money appro- 
priated will compel the adminis- 
trator to discharge about-a million 
and a quarter actual workers in the 
immediate future. 

I cannot bring myself to believe 
that these discharged men and 
women will contribute to the pros- 
perity of the United States, nor do 
I believe that the merchants and 
landlords they sre now dealing with 
will become more prosperous when 
their trade ceases.

BILL FIXING CONSTABLES’ 
PAY IN COUNTY REPORTED 


Measure Designed to Eliminate 
Speed Traps by Removing De- 
pendency on Fees.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14.— 
A bill designed to eliminate speed 
traps in St. Louis County by plac- 
ing constables and their deputies 
on a salary basis, instead of mak- 
ing them dependent on fees for 
their compensation, was reported 
favorably last night by the House 
Committee on Roads and High- 
ways. 

The bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Howard Elliott of Uni- 
versity. City, would permit the 
County Court to fix the salary of 
constables up to $3000 a year and 
deputy constables up to $1800 a 
year. Speakers before the commit- 
tee last night expressed the opin- 
ion that the county’s speed trap 
évil would be eliminated if the con- 
stables did not have to rely on fees. 

The bill is a companion to an- 
other measure by Elliott which 
limits the number of Justices of 
the Peace in the county to 14 and 
fixes their salaries at $1800 a year 
each. This bill has been perfected 
and is on the calendar for final pas- 
sage. 

The committee also reported with 
a recommendation for passage a 
bill which would prevent trucks 
going into St. Louis from using the 
new Highway 40 traffic reiief road, 
but will require them to use old 
Highway 40 through St. Charles.

IS MONOPOLIZED 


Expert Testifies Vital Warli 


Material Is Held by Nar- 
rowest Bottleneck in In- 
dustry. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
—Prof. Robert H. Montgomery of 
the University of Texas told the 
Monopoly Committee today the sul- 
phur industry “has been closely 
monopolized for approximately 42 
years. 

Testifying as a Yederal Trade 
Commission consultant, Montgom- 
ery said sulphur represented “the 
narrowest, and at the same time 
most vital, bottleneck in modern 
industry.” 

As a raw material for sulphuric 
acid, sulphur is a necessity for a 
wide field of industrial operations, 
he said, 

Sulphuric acid, he told the com- 
mittee, is “probably the most vital 
single product for war use.” He 
testified that every pound of smoke- 
less powder required 23 pounds of 
Sulphuric acid, while each pound 
of TNT used 22 pounds. 

The United States, Montgomery 
said, produces more than half the 
world’s sulphur from six plants in 
Texas and Louisiana. About 85 per 
cent of the annual output, he said, 
is used to make sulphuric acid. 

Second largest source of sulphur, 
Montgomery, said is Sicily.

Never once has there been evi- 
dence of desire or motive to climb 
in the electrical hierarchy. The 
contrary is true. I happen to know 
definitely, for example, that when 
he was called to Rome in 1929 
from his nunciature in Munich to 
receive his red hat he wished he 
might gracefully sidestep that great 
honor in’order to dedicate himself 
to the ministry, an ambition dear 
to his heart. 


Pacelli always cherished the 
hope of returning to his doctrinal 
labors, as he revealed once to an 
intimate friend after having spok- 
en to Pius XI. Pacelli said: 

“After discussing routine mat- 
ters I asked the Holy Father for 
permission to expound the true de- 
sires of my heart.
